Well,now, of course these 
writers do not mean literal war 
where men are killed and fall 
and welter in their own blood 
till the la&St signs of life ebb 
away. 

These are what we might call 
spiritual battles—they are unh- 
seen, but yet they are real bat- 
tles in the sense the term is 
used. So we are in this kind of a 
battle. It seems that the enemy 
of all good ‘has mustered his 
forces from every corner of his 
domain to fight against the 
great Church' of God and 
all of her institutions, of 
which the Hvangel is one of the

The Church a Mysterious Mystery to Many 





The thoughts expressed in 
our subject tonight are not new, 
but it is often good to rehearse 
things that we have known for 
years. I have known the sixty- 
six books of the Bible for years 
and could repeat them in regu- 
lar order, but I still find pleasure 
in going over them oceasional- 
ly. I never expect to forget 
them. I have read the Bible 
through from Genesis to Reve- 
lation many times, besides parts 
of it probably hundreds of times 
and yet I love to read even the 
most familiar parts over and 
over again. 
It should be remembered that 
it was a part of the mission of 
Jesus to this world to comfort 
those that mourn and to beauti- 
fy the meek with salvation. In 
his account of the mission of 
Jesus Isaiah says He was “to 
appoint unto them that mourn 
in Zion, to give unto them 
beauty for ashes, the oil 
of joy for mourning, the gar- 
ment of praise for the spirit of 
heaviness.” (Isa. 61:3.) And 
we are also exhorted te worship 
the Lord in the beauty of holi- 
ness. 

The word means “an assem-

2:42.) This shows a very close 
relationship. I hardly see how 
anything can be much closer. 

' Fellowship is not considered 
an. Old Testament word, al- 
though it is used in the OH 
Scriptures perhaps two. or three 
times, but not until Jesus came 
and made the atonement by the 
shedding of His own precious 
blood were people brought close 
enough together to use the 
word.

It is a delight to merely read 
of the beautiful fellowship ‘that 
existed in those early days. It 
is looked upon with great pleas- 
sure by all lovers of the Bible. 
They think it was so beautiful 
for the great mass of people at 
that time to have a joint, in- 
terest in everything, and live so 
congenial together while the

blage of graces or properties 
which command the - approba- 
tion of the senses; those quali- 
ties which are most pleasing to 
the eye.” I suppose, however, 
that every body knows when 
they see a beautiful object. But 
a@ person may be very homely 
and really ugly and still have 
beautiful manners and graces. 

When Aaron was consecrated 
for the office of priest instruc- 
tions were given to make holy 
garments for him “for glory 
and for. beauty.” And Isaiah 
sang that certain people under 
certain circumstances and con- 
ditions “should see the king in 
his beauty. 

Along with beauty we will de- 
fine pleasure. -This is gratifica- 
tion, pleasing, satisfaction, de- 
light and joy. Paul said he 
took pleasure in infirmities. The 
Lord takes pleasure in His peo- 
ple. And Jesus said, “Fear not, 
little flock; for it is your Fath- 
er’s good pleasure to give you 
the kingdom.”. (Luke 12:32.) 

These words are used to ex- 
press delight, . good feeling, 
pleasant surroundings and any- 
thing pleasant and delightful. 
They are like the words of the 
Psalmist who sang, “Behold, 
how good and how pleasant it 
is for brethren to dwell togeth- 
er in unity! It is like the pre- 
cious ointment upon the head, 
that ran down upon the beard, 
even Aaron’s beard: that went 
down to the-skirts of his gar- 
ments. As the dew of Hermon, 
and as the dew that descended 
upon the mountains of Zion: 
for there the Lord commanded 
the blessing, even life for ever- 
more.” (Psalm 138.) It is 
smooth like butter and sweet 
like honey. And this helps to 
show the beauty and pleasure of 
fellowship. 

I have examined everything 
I could find about fellowship, 
and find no better definition 
than the following, viz., ‘The 
state or relation of being a fel- 
low or associate... Companion- 
ship of persons. on equal and 
friendly terms; frequent and 
familiar intercourse. A state of 
being together; joint interest.” I

Throughout the 
length and breadth of America there 
are enthusiasts for the work.of the 
American Bible Seciety because they 
believe, with it, that the Scriptures 
themselves’ form the mest effective 
missionary ever known. The vitality 
of his belief is constantly strength- 
ened by such testimonies as the fol- 
lowing, related at the annual meeting 
of the British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety, by a pioneer missienary and 
translator of the New Testament, 
who says: 


“Let me tell you of Giovanni 
Papini, a poet, a philosopher, the 
most brilliant ‘writer of Italian that 
is living to-day. His story is very 
significant; you have this most bril- 
liant of living Italian writers confess- 
ing to the world that he has found 
Jesus Christ, gnd found Him through 
reading the pages of the New Testa- 
ment. He tells us that from his earli- 
est youth he had a feeling of repul- 
sion from all religion, from! all church- 
es. He grew up absolutely devoid of 
faith. Then came the war, and for 
Papini, as for thousands of others, 
it meant a spiritual crisis. What was 
the meaning of it all? He was dis- 
mayed by the horrible tragedy. He 
ceased to write, and plunged into a 
reexamination of the histories and 
philosophies, the wars and migrations 
of peoples, the rise and fall of civ- 
ilizations, the law and customs and 
religions of mankind. He studied 
them all to find-a Clue to the mean- 
ing of things. He found that nll the 
endeavors made by men to install an 
ephemeral happiness on earth had re- 
sulted only in deluging the earth-with 
blood and tears. Then it occurred to 
him that perhaps after all there 
might be something that would throw 
light upon his problem in the mneg- 
lected New Testament, and he Game 
to the New Testament with a heart 
full of desire, full of hope, and he 
tells us that he has found there cer 
tainty and peace. With. all the fervor 
sof an apostle Giovanni Papini today 
is preaching, through his pen, the 
Gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ.”

10.) Here is Paul’s description 
of fellowship—all speak the 
same thing, no divisions, but 
perfectly joined together and in 
the same mind. 

~Here is intimacy—joint in- 
terest or feeling. This is like 
Ezekiel’s living creatures. and 
his wheels. “When the _ living 
ereatures went, the wheels. 
went by them: and when the 
living creatures were lifted up 
from the earth, the wheels were 
lifted up.” (Ezek. 1:19.) “The 
spirit of the living creature was 
in the wheels.” This is what 





(1 John 1:7.) According to this 
statement then if fellowship is 
broken some body has failed to 
walk in the light. They have 
failed to move on. There is no 
standstill ‘in the Christian race. 
If two persons have been very 
intimate and have been in close 
touch or fellowship with each 
other, and had that joint inter- 
‘est, or feeling, and it is discov- 
ered that there is ag little es- 
trangement existing, or a dis- 
tant feeling creeping over them 
or either of them, it is time for 
an examination to be made. 
Some body has gone wrong. It 
may be very little, but if it is 
enough to remove that tender 
mellow feeling that once ex- 
isted it is enough to make some- 
body uneasy. A word, or a 
sentence, or a group of words 
spoken out of the bounds of 
charity will cause a little hitch 
or break in the spirit of fellow- 
ship. And-this can be felt by 
the innocent party although he 
may not have heard a thing 
about it. He may go on over 
it and show perfect love for his 
fellow and his fellow may 
bridge over and do the same 
way and seem to be all right 
outwardly, but the little hitéh 
is there and both parties will 
feel it. ; : 


I am stepping now on sacred 
ground. This is the fine point 
of the Christian religion. It is 
like the cooing of a dove. The 
least little attraction stops the 
cooing, and a very little more 
noise or disturbance will cause 
the bird to fly away. I feel the 





with Christ. The Spirit of 
Christ is in us.

. of the main reasons for the per- 
- fect fellowship among the mem-

There. has never been a time +iuce 
the days. of the apostles. that God's 
children-need to have undaunted faith 
im God, as they do now. We have been 
preaching for years that the tribula- 
tions are about to come upon the 
world and have magnified the suffer- 


and now God is giving us a chance to 
show our colors. 


We sheuld. keep the thought upper- 
most in our minds that we are spread- 
ing God’s gospel to God’s people and 
if God has chosen us to tell it we 
should have faith eneugh in God to 
believe He is back of it to defend 
and proteet His own Words and also 
to take eare of His. laborers. 

In Matt. 20,. Jesus. gives us a. par: 
able of hew Ged. calls: His. workers: im-, 
to the harvest and tells them: He} 
(God) will pay thent: what is right 
(verse 4). The trouble with a lot of 
laborers today is the fact that the 
spirit of the world is. getting a hold 
on them. The world is organizing in- 
to labor ufions to demand more for 
their work than it is really worth te 
the one who hires them. I fear. that 
many of our preachers are expecting 
more for their labor than their service 
is worth to the Lord and His Church. 
We sometimes say We are cutting 
with a two-edged sword and if so let 
us see a few Scriptures and consider 
them for a few minutes. I doubt if 
theré is a preacher ia the Church of 
God but what at some time has used 
the text found in Matt. 4:4, “Man 
shall not live by bread alone, but by 
every word that proceedeth out of 
the mouth of God.” We use, this 
Scripture as a foundation to build our 
doctrine of justification, sanctification, 
baptism of the Holy Ghost, and divine 
healing, tithing, Church of God, feet 
washing, and, in fact, all we teach. 
Wr show our congregation how they 
take a few Scriptures that suit them 
and leave out others that are just as 
important. We jump and pound the 
pulpit aad leap and shout our text 
over and over to do our best to make 
them see how far short they are 
when, if we will search ourselves we 
will find a good number of “words 
that have proceeded out of the mouth 
of God” that hit us as well as the ones 
we hurl at our congregation. God 
help us as ministers of the gospel, 
who claim to be carrying a full gospel 
to see where we are short ourselves. 


Do- you know, fellow laborer, -that 
we have come to a time when we 
just have to look up end “have faith 
in God?” Let us go back to the 
teaching Jesus gave His disciples in 
the sermon on the mount, when He 
first called them to the ministry. 
He wanted to impress the fact that 
they must forsake all before enter- 
ng into the ministry. Matt. 10:37, 
38. The very first lesson He tried to 
teach them was a lesson in faith and 
more beautiful words can be found 
nowhere in the Bible, than the ones 
He used in Matt. 6:25-384. Now take} 
courage and preach to yourselves as 
hard from these Scriptures as you do 
to your congregations, from’ Matt. 4: 
4. I know where a lot of trouble lies 
and I am fearless in saying that it is 
the fact that some of our preachers 
have gotten their eyes on the loaves 
and fishes instead of poor lost souls 
that are sinking into an awful hell.
